THK PDBLIC LANL>S, 


Tbe bill lately iutrodaced in tbe 


House of Rspreaeutatires providiug for 
leasing tbe public donidiu ia tbe aria 
moauwm regioiia of the West ia a 
measure peculiar to tbe pieueut ilcb 
man'a Congress. Tbe interests reprt- 
eeatiug money are tbe only matters en- 
titled tu consideration m tbe legislu 
ture of tbe nation, or that at auy time 
ia tbe future will receive attention 
aboald ttit) people couttuue tbe capital- 
ized oombmauous to ooutrol legisla- 
tion as they now do. Leasing ttie 
public domain ia intended to deprive 
small stock holders of auy right to tbb 
ruuyes made up of .tbe publiu lauds. 


Tue poor mua and bis family must 


be driven out tamake room fur tbe en- 
larged stock interests that nave urowu 
to tbeir present proportions by grazinti 
tbe public lands. Tbere IB not. any 
measure that will oppress tbe mdivici- 
ualciuzea who depends upon bis per- 
sonal industry for a support, ibat in 
not assailed by tbe r.ca mau's Con- 
gress, and it bus became part of tbe 
work to strike dowa every iutureot 
from wQicb tbe individual citizen de- 
rives a support. 


Pasture upon our public lands has 


been one of tbe chief means tbat fur- 
nished tbe peoplo in tbe oonutry en- 
gased ia agriculture a support. It, bas 
aided tbe pioueor to procure a living 
when be oould not bave otherwise pro- 
oared a subsistence. It bas been the 
obief me<*ns tbat aided in reclaiming 
tbe wilderness and in subduing nature 
to tbe dominion of man. from which 
dominion bas oatne all there is great 
anj krand in the republic. Leasing 
tbe public lands is a device of toe large 
cattle interests to ooutrol tbe public 
domain at a nominal reut in order to 
make money more rapid!; ut tbe ex- 
pense of tbe poor citizen, as all these 
combinations are made and fostered 
by crushing the poor and their rights. 


We challenge a world and particu- 


larly the United States and the State 
of Nevada to furnish an instance wheu 
tbe expansion of capitalized interests 
connected with control has not been 
made at a cost to the poor in rights 
and ia means to procure a livelihood. 


Toe bill m question is intended to 


give expansion to the cattle graziug 
luterest.s coupled with control of ibs 
public 
domain, which will deprive 


thousands of ibe means by whiob they 
are now procuring a support, but tue 
result is not a matter tbat demands 
attention so much, as the cold blooded 
intent to rob tne poor tbere 19 includ- 
ed in the work of making tbe public 
domain the possession of a few. 


Tne character of intention men- 


tioned is not connected ouly with the 
mov-inent to appropriate the uae of 
the public lauds by u few who bave 
mon^y, but it is connected with all 
movements made by organized capi- 
talized interests, In tbe effort to oou- 
trol tbe public domain by tbe large 
cattle interests, capital is represented 
by individuals who agree that tbe 
interests of capital they represent 
demand^ recognition by the rich mau'a 
CoDgres's. 


Tbe stock interests are not the only 


interests which will soffer from the 
change intended lu the condition of 
the public domain, as all interests in 
the mountain west are involved. Tbe 


check, ae the nataral conditions o! the 
country will be largely controlled, 
which will have much to do to prevent 
home-making, which will as a cease- 
qnenoe injure efforts for storaga of 


tbe application of ether 


in the Stats will be the relation of 
graveyards for tbe living. The stillness 
of death will be upon the larger part 
of the State and upon ita present and 
future industries. 


Will the people act in the defense of 


their natural rights as American citi- 
zens by calling meetings to protest 
against this iniquity of organized cap- 
ital? It may be, if they are afl vigilant 
as the cattle barons are, that they will 
be at>le to cull a bait in the present 
Congress, Doubtful though it may 
be, try to defend tbe rights tbat God 
and nature have given you as Ameri- 
can citizens against tbe all absorbing 
c-ittle owners in our 
valleys and 


mountains, as it is very evident they 
want all there is in their line of basi- 
nets, to tbe exclusion of the rights of 
all other citizens to the public domain

There is no danger, ay the Constitu- 


tion of tbe United States now stands, 
of statehood being taken from Nevada.
